President of American Federation of 


Labor 
Makes, Startling Statement 


In Advocating Passage of 
Eight- 


Hour Bill—Employers Oppose It. 


Washington, March 11. — President 


Gompers of the American Federation 
of 
Labor, 
accompanied 
"by several 


•union men of the District o! Colum- 
bia, made his first appearance hofore 
Ihe house committee on labor in the 
series of hearings on the eight-hour 
bill, -which has been going on for 
«omo weeks. 


W. H. Fletcher. Tlce president ot 


the W. & A. Fletcher company of ITo- 
bokon, shipbuilders, and ropiesentlnp; 
also the National Metnl Trades asso- 
ciation, mado a presentation of facts 
and deductions against sho proposed 
'lav. He said, an have nil of his prede- 
cessors before the committee In the 
construction line, that i£ tho bill be- 
come* a law his company tvlll be com 
palled to cease bidding for govern- 
ment contracts. 
' In addition to Mr. Gompers, Edward 
Nothagel, representing .the electrical 
•workers ot the District of Columbia, 
and John F. Rabbltt, representing the 
union plastereis of tho district, made 
arguments in support of tho bill. They 
both stated that organized labor is op- 
posed to overtime woi k. In fact, they 
said that In thn bylaws of the orders 
they represented they had penalized 
overtime by charging almost prohibi- 
tive rates for it. 


Mr. Gompers made a plea for tho 


passage of the measure and emphat- 
ically contradicted the assertion that 
had been made before the committee 
by employers' representatives that 
tvorlcingmen as a rule were in faTor 
of working overtime If they received 
extra pay for the same. He claimed 
that the representatives of some of 
the employers TVUO had appeared be- 
foro the committee during these hear- 
ings had been instrumental In secur- 
ing legislation that practically has 
made' outlaws ot 
union 
-workmen. 


"When asked by Mr. Vreeland to ex 
plain his meaning, Mr. Gompers said: 


"The suits that have been brought 


against the organizations of labor and 
which havo reached final decision by 
ihe supreme court of the United States 
have outlawed tho ordinary actions of 
.«a labor organizations that had been 
t <?tjai (led as. lawful until those deci- 
sions were rendered, and the very fact 
that a union of workmen has come to
